2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The recitations of the specific features of the convertible in claim 1 8 including especially 
the construction of at least one elongated hole, functioning as a slide block guide is constructed 
for shifting the joint point or points assigned to the auxiliary frame is not taught nor is fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the convertible in claims 19 and 21 including 
especially the construction of the two joint points in the auxiliary frame are held in two elongated 
holes which extend essentially linearly and in the closed position in the driving direction is not 
taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the convertible in claims 23 and 25 including 
especially the construction of the quadruple joint and two of the joint points are assigned to the 
lid part and two further one to the auxiliary frame, the joint points, assigned to the auxiliary 
frame being movable in a common sliding-block guide is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the 
prior art of record.
